Unmentionable 
In Washington 


Everybody Doing 
Best to Defeat 
'Readjustment'

NEW YORK (AP) - Every 


body is doing something about it 
but nobody talks abcut it. The 
Federal Reserve, the Johnson 
administration, the consumer 
act as if they fear a little reces- 
sion. But none of them use the 
word. 


But — the consumer holds 


cautiously, perhaps fearfully, to 
his dollars rather than spending 
them, the federal reserve con- 
tinues to free more anti-reces- 
sion money, the administration 
has opened its spending spigot 
all the way. 


Doesn't this indicate the fear 


of a recession? Maybe, but no- 
body talks about it. They'd rath- 
er talk about the weather. 


Do actions speak louder than 


words? You would have to say 
so, especially when so little ac- 
tion is needed to drown the 
sound of words such as these, 
all of which have been used to 
describe present economic con- 
ditions: 


Various Descriptions 


Slowdown, 
present 
adjust- 


ment, 
continued moderation, 


readjustment, 
rolling adjust- 


ment, 
pause, economic lag, 


downturn, shakeout. 


No fear in these soft words. 


All have been used in recent 
days and all may have their 
specific meanings. But some- 
times, too, their use is meant to 
disguise.

ened into a recession, "pause" 
remains in use "Recession" is 
a label, emotional, dangerous 
and easily remembered. Better 
to be ponderous "a period of 
reduced geppral economic ac- 
tivity," as Webster bayc '*

Since the economy has boomed 
for six long years a slowdown 
has been anticipated for a long 
time. It isn't unexpected. It is 
not expected to last long. 


Some Expeasta 


Even Pierre Rinfret, an inde- 


pendent economist who has use< 
the unmentionable word 
("a 


recession began in December") 
foresees further expansion for 
1968 although perhaps at a more 
sluggish rate than the zipp> 
economy of 196M9M. 


Also disguising a recessionary 


situation is the subjective na- 
ture of the word. It isn't a scien- 
tific term. It sometimes is very 
loosely defined, and it is often 
applied differently. 


You will find many econo- 


mists who say we have a civil- 
ian economy recession (marked 
by a housing slowdown, declin- 
ing car sales, depressed retail 
sales). But the civilian economy 
is only part of the mix. You 
can't ignore military spending. 


Nevertheless, there are stand- 


ards for defining a recession: a 
sharp decline in the federal re- 
serve board index of production, 
a rise in unemployment, a de- 
crease or plateau in the growth 
of Gross National Product. 


Index Down 


We do not have all these fac- 


tors today. The index is down 
sharply, the GNP is slowing, but 
employment is high. 


There is further evidence of a 


slowdown, however: retail sales 
are sluggish, capital spending is 
off, corporate profits for the 
first quarter are being called 
disappointing, 
durable 
goods 


orders are slow, housing hasn't 
recovered from its doldrums. 


A key forerunner of reces- 


sions is present also. This is the 
relation of sales to inventories, 
and sales are slowing in many 
areas of the economy faster 
han inventories of unsold goods 
can be diminished. 


Sure the economy is lagging, 
'erhaps we should call it a 
ecession. But before we apply 
t we have to define it. That usu- 
ally is when all the figures ^re 
in. And then it is just a tiny part

Gov. Warren Knowles stated the case 


practically tod properly ic Us special 
message to the legislature 
Wednesday 


calling for a prompt passage of the Kellett 
Bill to modernize and improve the efficien- 
cy of the sprawling administrative branch 
of state government. Let passage of the bill 
be recorded as a bipartisan achievement, 
the governor said. 


Gov. Knowles stated the case as it 


should be regarded in the legislature. He 
noted with purpose that both Republican 
and Democratic legislators served on the 
Kellett Committee which produced unani- 
mous agreement for a reorganization plan 
after many months of hard work. The 
platforms of both political parties last fall 
contained endorsement for the idea. 


Political leaders of necessity must view 


legislative bills in terms of who will get the 
credit, or most of it, when the bills are 
explained to the electorate in the next 
election campaign. But as the governor 
pointed out, there can be enough credit to 
go around when measures which the state 
cannot do without are in trouble. 


The governor pointed to the water 


pollution act and the vocational school 
districting act of the last session as 
examples. He could have mentioned the 
highway safety bills and the air pollution 
bill before the present session and the 
recreational lands acquisition act during 
the administration of Gov. Gaylord Nelson 
as other examples. 


As Democrats charged when the Kellett 


Bill was sidetracked in the Senate last 
month, Republicans may be calling for bi- 
partisanship because they do not have the 
votes to pass a bill: If that be true, so bt It. 
The roll calls will record who should get 
the credit. 


Gov. 
Knowles presented • detailed 


compromise to make possible clearing the 
major obstacles before the bill, the merger 
of the Conservation Department and the 
Department of Resource Development and 
the merger of the Board of Health and the 
Department of Public Welfare. The gover- 
nor's plan represents an expansion of a 
phased merger which was in the bill as it 
reached the Senate. 


A new board of natural resources with 


jurisdiction over conservation and water 
pollution would include members of the 
existing two board* and would present a 
completed plan to the 1969 legislature. As 
an addition, the governor would retain the 
two existing boards as advisory agencies. 
The same advisory status woulc. be assigned 
to the Board of Health within a merged 
department for health and welfare services. 


The Kellett Bill will integrate 86 state 


agencies into 14 major departments and 12 
independent agencies at a saving to the 
state of at least $3 million yearly. The bill 
will be back before the Senate next week. It 
should be approved as defined by Gov. 
Knowles, as a bipartisan accomplishment. 


Tesf Election Proves Little 


Special 
congressional 
elections 
are 


watched closely by the political experts in 
Washington for signs of what the electorate 
may do on a broad scale in the next general 
election and for attitudes on issues which 
have sprung up since the past general 
election. But more often than not, the 
results of special elections must be read 
primarily with recognition 
of 
political 


factors within the state. 


The election of Sen. William Proxmire 


in a special 1957 election in Wisconsin, for 
example, was heralded in Washington as a 
significant 
switch in 
national opinion 


because Sen. Proxmire, a Democrat, be- 
came the man to fill the post left vacant by 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy, whose record stood 
poles apart from that of Sen. Proxmire. But 
within Wisconsin, the election has become 
the foundation point from which the state's 
present equal party division grew and the 
Proxmire campaign in 1957 had the benefit 
of division within the Republican Party 
over a nominee for the vacant Senate seat. 


All of this can be recalled because of 


the special congressional election in Rhode 
Island which has apparently left Democrat 
Robert Tiernan the victor over Republican 
James De Prete Jr., subject to a counting of 
absentee ballots and a possible recount of 
all the votes. Both national party organiza- 
tions poured money into the race because 
of its status importance. 


In addition, the election was advertised 


nationally as sort of a referendum on 
President Johnson's policy for Vietnam. 
Democrat Tiernan defended the President's 


policy. Republican De Prete called for a 
halt in the bombing of North Vietnam as a 
possible way of bringing about truce 
negotiations with Hanoi. From the stand- 
point of being a foreign policy referendum, 
the special election was something of a 
bust. 


The Democratic candidate received 48.9 


per cent of the votes. The Republican 
candidate received 48.4 per cent. A third 
candidate, the Rev. Albert Perry, who ran 
as a "peace candidate," received 2.7 per 
cent of the votes, enough to tip the results 
for those critical of Vietnam policy but not 
enough to make any sweeping judgment 
from the election in the field of foreign 
policy. 


The most significant result perhaps 


from the special election is that it took 
place in a district which has elected a 
Democratic congressman since 1940. Re- 
publicans, thus, have hailed the all but 
equal division of the votes as a continuation 
of a national trend indicated from Republi- 
can gains in the congressional elections last 
fall. 


In the face of this record, the gain for a 


Republican candidate standing for a halt in 
bombing of North Vietnam also takes on 
some significance. But this is risky busi- 
ness. The people of the Rhode Island 
congressional district, after allowance is 
made for local political factors, seem to be 
saying that they are, along with the rest of 
the nation, about evenly divided in their 
opinion on what the nation should try next 
to bring the Vietnam dilemma to a 
conclusion. 


Does Bridge Building Include Dams? 


There appear to be some pretty sharp 


operators in the Kremlin. 


A major part of President Johnson's 


foreign policy is to do some "bridge 
building" to Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union. We have generally concurred in this 
effort to improve relations, expand trade 
and try to break down the artificial 
barriers created by the Communist govern- 
ments. But is the bridge building to include 
participation in American dam building? 


The Soviet Union has inquired into the 


possibility of its government bidding for 
the contract to provide Grand Coulee Dam 
with hydroelectric generating equipment. 
And apparently there is wide concern in 
Washington over the proposal primarily for 
political reasons. 


KGwreveir much the climate between 


Russia and the United States has improved 
and presumably will if and when the 
Vietnam war ever ends, handing out a bid 
on such an important American project to a 
Communist country is a political liability. 
There are genuine causes for concern as 
well if the letting of such a contract raises 


the dangers of sabotage. And opening the 
bidding to foreign firms and especially 
Communist ones once again raises the 
problem of when the lower costs involved 
can warrant the letting of a contract 
outside of the United States. Congressman 
John Byrnes has raised this question in 
reference to the possibility that a firm in 
Great Britain will offer a lower bid than a 
Wisconsin firm in a contract with the 
United States Navy. And Great Britain is 
generally counted as an American ally, in 
most foreign affairs. 


The Russian request is a solid put-up-or- 


shut-up challenge to President Johnson's 
bridge building proposals. But while in 
general the proposals have been wise, we 
cannot completely forget that the Soviet 
Union's leaders are opposing us in the war 
in Vietnam. Ideally the proposal should be 
judged on the bidding, the ability to meet 
specifications and whether there is any 
danger to the United States by awarding 
the contract to a Communist country. But 
the political ramifications are sure to be 
taken into consideration as well.

turned up in the past.

Why is gambling illegal in 


Wisconsin? Why do the "fuddy 
duddy" ideas of another gen- 
eration ' survive today? How 
can interested persons "get 
this thing rolling?" Why must 
the Wisconsin vacationer at a 
northern resort be deprived of 
the pleasures freely available 
to the visitor in Nevada resort 
towns? Why does the state 
ignore the enormous economic 
gains that would flow from the 
legalization of gambling for its 
own citizens, and those thou- 
sands from other deprived 
states who would pour across 
our borders? And so forth. 


Specifically, my correspon- 


dent 
suggests an objective 


discussion of the arguments 
for and against the legalization 
of public gambling everywhere 
in this state which has prohib- 
ited such activity since its 
founding. 


HOW TO START 


To start the discussion al its 


easiest point, the movement 
for the legal sanction of gam- 
bling must be in the legisla- 
ture, in the presentation of an 
amendment to the State Con- 
stitution. 


The present Constitution in 


Article 
IV, 
Section 
24, 
in 


language unchanged sjnce it 
was written, says that the 
"Legislature shall never au- 
thorize any lottery." Gambling 
has always been illegal under 
the organic law of the state 
adopted in 1848. 


Why does the prohibition 


survive? Clearly because the 
people of Wisconsin so desire. 
None of the many proposals 
for amendment has ever been 
considered with genuine seri- 
ousness in the legislature, for 
all of the publicity and the 


occasionally f • v e r i • h argu- 
ments in committee rooms. If 
this reporter's Judgment is 
relevant, moreover, the legis- 
lature on this score at least 
has faithfully reflected the will 
of the people of Wisconsin. 


My correspondent volunteers 


most of the usual arguments 
in favor of a repeal of the anti- 
lottery rule, such as they are. 
He maintains that 
it 
wffl 


generate prosperity in many 
Wisconsin localities. He says 
the rule against public gam- 
bling is an inheritance from 
blue-nosed puritans whose no- 
tions are no longer accepted or 
supported today. People have 
an inherent love (he used the 
word 'craving') for gambling, 
and when it is denied to them 
by law, they will find ways to 
satisfy it through illicit means. 


By legalizing gambling and 


recognizing h u m a n nature, 
"the pressure on the people 
would be less tense" he as- 
serts. In a time of respectable 
support for birth control pills 
and the elimination of Friday 
meat abstinence, he goes on, 
the

should be reconsidered.

Perhaps, but there is nothing 


to show that such a view has 
more than fractional support, 
and there is much to suggest 
that even some of that senti- 
ment evaporates under objec- 
tive reflection. 


On the argument against the

But 
the conviction of responsible 
authorities that legalized gam- 
bling is a gravely serious 
invitation to shady and crim- 
inal elements to Invade a 
territory or a state and to 
corrupt the general law en- 
forcement machinery.

"appetite" of some persons for

Strictly Personal 
Realist Can be as 
Biased as Idealist

who thinks of 


himself as a "realist" laughs 
at the man he calls an "ideal- 
ist." He looks upon the idealist 
as someone with a distorted 
and inflated view of human 
nature.

It is my suggestion that the 


so-called 
realist's 
view of 


human nature is just as dis- 
torted 
in the opposite direc- 


tion. The idealist often makes 
the mistake of believing that 
men are better than they are; 
but the realist makes the 
contrary mistake of believing 
that men are worse than they 
are. 


First of all, what is the 


"self?" When I am confronted 
are. 


First of all, what is the 


"self?" When 1 am confronted 
with a tax-raise on my proper- 
ty, do I respond as a property- 
owner, as a parent who wants 
better schools, as a Democrat 
or a Rtpubiican, as an urban 
dweller who knows the city 
needs more money to render 
better services, or an absentee 
landlord who merely wants 
more profit from his property? 


Secondly, the maxim that 


"people act in their self-inter- 
est" implies that people know 
what their self-interest truly 
is. But history is replete with 
the tragic instances of people 
acting against their real self- 
interest under the illusion that 
they were favoring it. 


Moreover, the interests of 


people are numerous and com- 
plex, o f t e n contradictory. 
Hardly anybody has an obvi- 
ous, 
unequivocal and single- 


faced interest in any impor- 
tant issue. Each of us is a 
"multiple" person — wage- 
earner, home-owner, citizen, 
parent, and many other func- 
tions. And to suggest that our 
immediate economic gain is 
always the over-riding motive 
is to fall into the Marxist trap 
of economic determinism. 


The maxim that "people act 


in their self-interest" is true 
only in the most blurred and 
broadest sense. We might say 
that the martyr who willingly 
goes to his death for a cause 
is acting in his self-interest, 
because he believes that his 
deepest self is best served by 
sacrificing himself for an idea 
and ideal he cherishes beyond 
life. 


This is why "self-interest" is 


a useless tautology as an 
explanation of men's motives 
and behavior. Nobody is only 
one self, and nobody has only 
one interest. We are a mixture 
of impulses - and the idealist 
merely suggests that we can 
change the mix to favor our 
long-range and benevolent in- 
terests rather than our short- 
range and greedy ones. Thii is 
nothing for the to-called real- 
ist to laugh at.

If you're in college now don't 


worry too much that Congress 
will change the draft rules so as 
to keep you from getting your 
degree on schedule. Even the 
young men who enter next fall 
nay be safe for awhile. 


The two draft revision plans 


before Congress — one by a 
Presidential Study Commission 
and one by a Congressional 
Study Panel — both provide 
escape hatches for those now in 
college. But for those who plan 
to take graduate study, they 
create uncertainty. 


There's even more uncertain- 


ty for those of you just getting 
out of high school. If you're an 
18 or 19-year-old in high school, 
don't make any plans you can't 
change. President Johnson's ex- 
pected order making 19 the 
prime draft age could decide 
your future. 


The question now is when he'll 


Issue his executive order and 
when it will become effective. 
Also, what Congress will do 
about undergraduate d e f e r - 
ments. 


The President probably will 


end deferments later this year 
for future graduate students, 
except for doctors, ministers 
and dentists, and Congress is 
likely to go along with him. But 
those now taking graduate study 
probably will be allowed to get 
their degrees, and those already 
accepted for study next fall also 
are likely to get the green light. 


Lottery Still Iffy 


Although Johnson has decided 


to go tc the lottery system, 
Congress may decide sgainst it. 


If Congress enacts the Presi- 


dential Study plan, students 
then in college or in recognized 
apprentice t r a i n i n g schools 
would be permitted to obtain 
degrees or complete their pro- 
grams. Thereupon they'd be 
tossed into the selection pool of 
that year's 18-year-olds, subject 
to the lottery. 


But t h e commission that 


studied the draft for the House 
Armed Services committee not 
only would keep the present 
deferments, but would go fur- 
ther. It would defer each one so 
long as his college certifies he 
is a full-time undergraduate, or 
until he reaches 24, whichever 
comes first. His student defer- 
ment would make him ineligible 
for any other type of deferment 
than extreme family poverty. 


Under either system, there 


would be no Selective Service 
College Qualification Test nor 
would the colleges have to 
report a student's relative class 
standing to his draft board. 


Once either system went into 


effect, there would be no more 
draft deferments for graduate 
students except those studying 
to be dentists or ministers or 
doctors. But Congress may tack 
on some advanced science study 
deferments. 


Have local draft boards lost 


the personal touch? Is the draft 
machinery creaky? 


Both commissions agree the 


local draft boards are too static. 
Almost half the members have 
served more than 10 years and 
about 8 per cent more than 20 
years. A sampling found one-
